District 
Has 


Acres of the Product- 


Prices Are Good 


1000 


Fullerton Tribune: 
The harvesting 
of one thousand acres of tomatoes in 
the Fullerton district is now in full 
swing and the packing houses are a 
scene of an active campaign in dis­ 
posal of the crop. The season w ill last 
till Christm as, barring frosts. 
If the yield averages the same fig­ 
ure as last year of five tons to the 
acre the district w ill produce 500'* 
tons this year. The crop is, however, 
fully expected to exceed that tonnage 
though it is impossible at this time 
to make an estimate. Much depends 
on weather conditions 


The growers are receiving a much 
better price than last year, $25 per 
ton being the price paid by the pack 
ing houses at present. At this rate 
the value of an average crop would be 
between $ 125.000 and $150,000. 
Ninety-five per cent of 
the 
crop 
w ill be taken by the California Vege­ 


table Union, which is the largest local 
shipper of tomatoes. Most of the crop 
will go to eastern markets. 
The California Vegetable Union is 
employ ing about thirty -fiv e people at 
present in packing, while 
hundreds 
more are employ ed in the fields by 
the growers, \v omen are making from 
$15 to $18 per week iu the packing 
houses. 
The tomato is packed 
half ripe, or 
just turning, wrapped in paper, sim­ 
ilar to oranges, and placed in small 
baskets which run four to the crate. 
A basket w ill hold about eighteen to 
twenty tomatoes. 
A car contains 750 
crates or about 60,000 tomatoes. 
Culls are 3old to the canneries for 
$7.50 per ton. 
M an y orange growers 
are growing tomatoes between 
the 
rows of trees. 
The vines are plowed 
under for fertilizer. 
The tomato crop is generally a very 
profitable one and this season prom­ 
ises to be one of the very best.
